Control and Motivation ? Before CATADPOLE 1 became associated with us, 
hie status was consider&Ely Tetow what he had enjoyed before a^d during tho b T ar 0 
Now he hes a comparatively weU°paying job, and ia back in work which he seems 
to penuinelv enjoy. In terms of poli.tics, hs is generally CDU, but fearful of 
independent German initiative, which might endanger American-Geraon unity. In 
retrospect ho is extremely critical of the Nasi period in German histoiy 0 Ifo 
claims to have attempted to mitigate tho worst aspects of tho regime where he 
could, and has some tangible evidence to the effect that he did. For example, 
during his service in Poland h9 mad® friendships there some of which he stiifL 
maintains. Currently he and his wife fend packages of food, clothing and 
medicines to Poland, In terms of religious affiliation, he is an active member 
of a German Unitarian congregation in Frankfurt, He has two daughters and numerous 
grandchildren who are US citizens. When on home leave, Mrs. Howard J, Arehable, 
who is a neighbor of CATADPOLE X, visited one of the daughters. This apparently 
had a strong effect on Subject, He appears to be proud of his two daughters 
/hey are making out, Ite lias stated, and probably truthfully, that one o 
est wishes is that sometime before he dies he might go to the Unites St 
our the country thoroughly from East to West and North to South,
